r_- 1. That with the view to tiioBpoedy and 
flnaVadjustiuout of the Indian Koservo 
question in British Columbia on a satis- 
faotory,>MiSfctej*ol9„matter be rofer- 
rad to three OommiBSioners, one to bo «p- 
pointfid by the Government of tho Do- 
minion, one by tbo Goverumeut of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and tho third to bo named 
by the r>ominion and tho Local Govern- 
taenta jointly. 
I 2. Tliut.tljiQBaid Commissionors shall,

bad to the habits, wants and pursuits of 
suoh nation, to tho amount of territory 
available in the region occupied by thom, 
and to tho claims of tho wbito sottlora. 

6. That each Rosorve shall bo hold in 
trust for the uso and benefit of tho nation 
■"■'bf Indians to whioh it has been allotted,

As we pointed 
out a few days ago, it is necessary that tho 
whole Province shuld unite on a sohemo 
for the aettlement of the difiSoalty; and -^e 
believe that resnlfe can be easily brought 
about if all parties are "loyal" to tho best 
interests of tho Province and tho Empire 
aa thoy profess to bo in addresaos, spboch- 
os, and so forth. 

The Guardian aays: This ill-advised 
document, whioh has been published in 
ftiU by the Victoria papers, is T#ry much 
what we anticipated it would be— a cool 
assamption on tho part of afew Victorians 
to speak for the whole Province, entirely 
in the interest of "Victoria. This, to saj 
tho least of it, ia a gross insult to tho en- 
tiro mainland, nnd will be productive of a 
result quite tho reverse of that intended 
—a disposition on the pari of Lord Duf- 
forin and those with whom he is associated 
to receive these Btatomoatscwr/i (;ra?io sail's. 
It is really unfortunate that this should 
bo tho case, because mixed up with mat- 
ters merely local, thoro is much 
that would have boon accepted in another 
guise, by the entire Province. Under 
present oiroumBtanoea, however, vre must 
repudiate any connection with this Vic- 
toria ultimatum and ('eo'are that the main- 
land in no way admits the correctness of 
the statement therein contained. Tho 
Victorians may sincoroly regret that tho 
Carnarvon terms were not fullillod, but 
the Victorians were the chief cause of 
this miqfortane. When tha Island Rail- 
way was snbmitted to tbo Senate at Otta- 
wo, for approval, the Senators adduced 
the Btatements cf Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
Boavon, as a justification for refusal to 
vote in favor of it. Had Mr. "Walkem 
submitted the question of the altered 
terms to the people of this Province, on 
his return from London aabo should have 
done in conformity with the Act of his 
own parliament, it is possible that the 
terms he arranged with Lord Carnarv.on 
might have been accepted.

A long disoussion then enstied. His 
Excollenoy spoke for nearly two .honrs, 
placing his views before the deputation 
with much clearnosa. Tho upshot of tlie 
Qovernor-Qonoral's remarks was that the 
Island Railway is abandoned; that ths 
main line will be pushed vigorously; that 
Lord Carnarvon ia of opinion that the 
Province shoald be compensated for tlio 
loss of tho Island road and for past rail- 
way delays; and that the Govemor-Qen- 
eral will prepare a report on his retnrn to 
Ottawa, upon which report Lord Carnar- 
von will base a proposition for Now Terms 
upon the basis of a money compensation, 
with, wo suppose, an Imperial gnarantoe. 

The deputation, which argned the pop- 
ular side of the question with maph al^ili^ 
ty and moderation, withdrew shortly af- 
ter six o'clock. Following ia the address 
which His Lordship declined to receive: 
May it pleahb Yoor ExoHLMNcn.'— - 

Wb, Hor Majesty's loyal subjeota, in- 
habitants of Victoria and its vicinity, in 
public meeting aEsombled, welcome with 
pleasure tho visit of Your Excollenoy to 
this Province, and beg roapectfully to ad- 
dross Your Excollenoy, as Her Majesty's 
represotttative in British North America, 
upon the present anBatisfootoiyrelationB 
of British Golumbia with the Xfbmlnion 
of Canada. 

Your Excellency is thoroughly aware of 
the many and urgent represeatations made 
from time to time by the Provincial 0ov- 
erament to the Government of the Do- 
minion and Hor Majesty on the subject of 
the unfulfillod Terms of Confederation. 

Your Excellency is also aware that 
those representations resulted in certain 
recommendations by tho Earl of Carnar- 
von favorable to tbo Dominion, and which 
relieved tho Dominion of those oonditions 
of tho Terms of Union which thoy con- 
sidered incapablf! of fnlflllmont. Theso 
rocommendations were accepted by tho 
Dominiou as a solution of tho difUcultios 
that existed. 

Tho action of the Dominion QoTern- 
men, in ignoring the Carnarvon settle- 
ment has produced a widespread feeling 
of disatluction towards Confederation, 
which has been intensified by tho utter- 
ances of prominent public men of the 
Dominion, whe apparently look on this 
Province as a source of expense and 
trouble to tho Dominion, and as a Pro- 
vince whoso withdrawal would not bo ro- 
grott«d. 

We trust that Your EicoUouoy has it in 
charge to convoy to this Provinoo tho 
gratifying intelligence that tho Dominion 
Oovornmont will fulfil its obligations 
under tho Carnarvon settlement, and that 
this is tho lust occasion when the people 
of British CJolumbia will liavo tho pain- 
ful duty of milking complaint to Hor 
Majesty, through her roprosentativo, of 
any breach of tho Terms of Union by tho 
Dominiou Government. If, however, that 
Government fails to take practioil stops 
U> carry into effect tho terms solemnly 
accepted by it, wo most respectfully in- 
form Your Excelloncy that in tho oj)inion 
of a largo number of tho people of this 
Provinoe Ike roUhdrawal of this Province 
\/rom Confederation will bo the intvUable re- 
sult, Mid in such a case compensation 
from tho Dominion would be demanded 
for tho unfulfilled obligations which it 
undertook. ' 

This growing dosiro for separation is 
simply the expression of a fooling which 
is gaining strength every day. 

The knowledge that Canada relies on 
the puncity of our numbers and her 
power to fulfil or repudiate tho Terms of 
Union as she pleases, creates a feeling 
of irritation which is being continually 
augmented. 

In thus openly nddrosBing Your Escol- 
lenoy we feel a83uro4 tbjkt whatever may 
bo the final result of. ^bese unhappy dif- 
ferences Your Excellency will seek to 
promote the most enduring interests of 
this Provinoe, the Dominion ahd tho 
Empire. 

liuunded as this Province is on tho 
north and south by United States Terri- 
tories, and without Bailway connection 
with the Dominion df 'OaaadA" (British 
Columbia will ever be an isolated Pro- 
viuce) tho Railway nnd other fnoilitios of 
tho Amorieiin peoplo aro sapping our 
trade, and diverting commorco and popu- 
lation from tmv BhoroH.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Aug. 19 — When the ship 
Cataipa, with the six osca|jed Fenians on 
boa^d, arrived this moimng, dispatches 
wore sefet over the city to members of the 
Committee appointed to receive them, 
and shortly after daybreak thoy assembl- 
ed at tho Battery and bonrdod the vessel, 
meeting tho veterans and welcoming them 
to tho city. Then friends meeting friends 
laughed aud wept in turn. The Cataipa 
is a slow. sailer and consumed nearly four 
months on the voyage. After two months 
the stock of provisions was so meagre 
that men wore jmt on short allowance. 
They all arrived, however, in good health 
and spirits. Capt. Anthony, who com- 
manded the Cataipa, has a daring mein, 
even tempered, with a smile to win con- 
fidence. One of the most touching inoi- 
douts of the reception was the meeting 
witli William Foley. Foley was u soldier 
iu tho British army and bad seen Imrd 
service. In 18(j() ho was tried on a charge 
of treason and felony, found guilty aud 
aeutoncod to ton years' penal servitude. 
Ho served his toriii with the men who 
now have arrived and knew them <all in- 
timately. The Cataipa lay off Freemantlo 
before Foley's term expired, but ho know 
her mianion and bi.l her God spued, and 
to-day ho welcome's his fellow, ooiivicta. 
Tho men disembarked from the vessel 
thia morning and procoeded to Donovan 
RoBia's hotel, where thoy will temi)oruri- 
ly iremain.' 

Thomas Honry, one of the Fenians who 
arrived on tho Cataipa to-day, said to a 
reporter: "We were expecting for about 
two years that we would bo rescued from 
prison. Wo always kept on the alert for 
movements of any kiiul which could bo 
turned to our advantage. We woro noti- 
fied of tiie. sailing of the Oatalpa and ex- 
pected bet in March, but we did not hear 
of her arrival until a fow days bsfora the 
17th of April, tlio day on which wo ofl'ect- 
ed our purposo. After bruakfunt on the 
l()th, about ton minutes to eight o'olook 
we left tho prison gates unobserved nnd 
entered carriages provided for our uso. 
Our party unnibored eleven, including 
outsiders, who kopt in the front and roar 
to InoV out for onomicH. Wo roaehed 
Rockingham at i;S:;il) am. , whei o a whale 
boot from the Cataipa was lying aud got 
in. Tho boat's crow were then iu charge 
of an oflicor from the vessel. During tho 
journey by land'we were ■ not molested, 
though W6 mofc:ftB|vetaV^^irp,f^h8. Whoa wo 
wore tiy, miles from slioro tho police 
camo up and cajitured our horses and 
carriages which had beou left on the 
beach. Wo had groat trouble iu nuding 
tho Cataipa ond thp jpolico got a boat and 
woro searching for usi A storm arose and 
blow U8 out to sea, our provisions were 
destroyed and we wo-e oil wet. Night 
CBiuo on and we wore in n deplorable con- 
dition. AVhou dayligbt broke wo saw tho 
Cataipa aud nmdo for her. Wheu about 
BOYon miles from tho vessel we saw the 
Oolonial Steamer Georgette and the po- 
Uce outter |f!tf#pg. wr-_us,^- bnt ^they 



99nld' notiboo us owing to tho rough cross 
seas. 'The police kept the Cataipa in 
sight while the steamer wont to land. We 
wore then 20 miles from land and rowed 
with allET?eed to the bark. At this time 
the Cataipa and polioo bad discovered up 
and the latter was fast pulling towards us, 
but we heaao3^t{io poUca- cutter and 
roacbod tho CirtiHptt'fli'sttM7o scrambled 
on lioard. The orew of the bark gave K

There were recently in the cellars 
of the Bank of Franco the onormous 
and extraordinary sum of two thous- 
and millions, or two milliards in coin 
and in bar. This represents about.a 
third of the ' money circulation '6f 
France, and the tenth part of that of 
the whole of Europe. To move thia 
treasure it would take six hundred 
carts with two horses each, tbo two 
milliards in gold weighing G05 tons. 
To couut two milliaida of francs (that 
is 100 millions of Louis) and to pay 
them out of a littlo door, would take 
moro than the avornge life time of a 
cashier. A hundred millions of Louis 
put up iu ordinary cartridges of 1,000 
fr. (£10) would take two "millions of 
cartridges, aud tboy would make 1,250 
piles of gold as high as the towers of 
Notre Dame. With two milliards, Fi- 
garo aavH ho could construct his hotel 
in solid silver. With two milliards 
all the land inside of tho Paris forti- 
fications might bo purchased, allowing 
ton fr. for every metro. The exhibi- 
tion of 1878 would not only bo built, 
but tbo whole world could bo ad.iiittod 
free, nnd not a hou of tho principal bo 
touched. With two milliards the 
wrotcliod Turkish and Egyptian (}fibts 
could bo paid, and the funds would 
go up 100 fr. iu a single Bonne. With 
this sum an iron-clad Hoot could be 
built which would sink to tho bottom 
in ono hour the assembled fleets of 
England, Franco, Germany, liussia, 
Italy and Turkey. " With two milliards 
one could, purchase all' ihH^ pictures 
exhibited in tho Salon this year, pay- 
ing for each picturo 100,000 fr., and 
for those which obtained tho medal a 
million francs each. With two mil- 
liards tho whole human race could bo 
entertained a dinner, .and the mouu 
should he 3nb far from being despised.
